Many Americans Victims 
Jet Crashes; 
88 Aboard Die 


ATHENS, G reece (AIM - All 
88 persons aboard a TWA jet­ 
liner that crashed Sunday in the 
Ionian sea are believed dead. 
At least 17 of the 79 passengers 
and som e of the nine crew 
m em bers w ere A m ericans. 
The Boeing 707 jet w as en 
route from Tel Aviv to Los An­ 
geles with stops 
in 
Athens, 
R om e 
and 
N ew 
Y ork. 
It 
plunged into a storm y sea 60 
m iles w est of Kefallinia island 
40 
m in u tes 
a fte r 
le a v in g 
Athens. 
By m idnight .Sunday. 12 hours 
after the crash, seven bodies 
had been recovered by the crew 
of a Greek freighter, the first 
ship to reach the scene. 
A telephone caller in Beirut 
reported that an organization 
called the N ationalist Youth or 
the Liberation of P alestine had 
sabotaged the plane. But the 
P a le stin e L ib era tio n O rg a n ­ 
ization, the um brella group for 
the m ajor g u err illa o r g a n ­ 
izations, said the call w as a 
hoax and a “ Zionist fiction” to 
discredit the Palestinian cause. 
The Greek m erchant m arine 
m inistry said an Alitalia plane 
reported seein g the 707 “ plung­ 
ing steeply into the sea w ith one 
engine on fire’ shortly before 
noon. Search pilots flying over 
the site soon after said all they 
saw 
w er e 
“ rem n a n ts 
of 
w reckage and bodies floating 
on the su rface.” 
TWA officials said 49 of the 
passengers aboard boarded at 
Tel Aviv and another 30 got on 
in Athens. It said 17 of those 
who boarded iti Israel were 
A m ericans, including one in­ 
fant, but the nationalities ofthe 
Athens passengers w ere not re­ 
ported. 
Tw o of the Am erican passen­ 
gers w ere Frederick B. Hare ot 
Rariton, 
N J . 
and 
his 
wife 
M argaret. Hare, vice chairm an 
of a subsidiary of Johnson & 
Johnson, had been in the M iddle 
East on business. 
TWA said the m em bers of the 
flight crew were ( apt. Don H. 
Holliday, First Officer John L. 
Cheshire and Flight Engineer 
Ralph H. Bash and that they 
w ere based at New N ork s Ken­ 


nedy Airport. It said six of the 
cabin attendants w ere based in 
Rom e and the other in Hong 
Kong. 
The Greek civil aviation au­ 
thority said the s<^i and air 
search w as m ade m ore difficult 
by high w inds and storm y seas. 
The TWA office in Tel Aviv 
said the pilot radioed shortly 
before the crash that one of his 
four engines had failed.

President Ford's unconditional 
pardon of Richard M . Nixon has 
pushed his fledgling adm inis­ 
tration into the backwash of 
W atergate, ruptur.ed his rap 
port w ith Congress and sparked 
the protest resignation of a top 
aide. 
As his advisers assessed the 
probable political dam age from 
Sunday’s 
surprise 
announce­ 
ment. Ford w as flying to P itts­ 
burgh today to keep a speaking 
date arranged in the early, 
tranquil days of his transition. 
Ford's disclosure of “ a free, 
full and absolute pardon” for 
Nixon for any crim inal conduct 
during his presidency w as fol­ 
lowed w ithin m inutes by a N ix­ 
on statem ent of rem orse at 
“ my 
m istakes 
over 
W ater­ 
gate.” 
And, in the enusing hours, 
there w ere these m ajor d is­ 
closures and developm ents: 
—Jerald F. terllorst. a close 
Ford friend and adviser, quit as 
White House press secretary, 
saying “ m ercy, 
like justice, 
m ust ... be even-handed” and 
“ 1 couldn't in good conscience 
su pp ort 
the 
P r e sid e n t's 
decision ... even though 1 knew 
he took that action in good 
conscience." 
—Many D em ocrats and som e 
Republicans in Congress voiced 
dism ay at 
the pardon, con­ 
tending it set a double standard 
of justice. But other Republi­ 
cans. including Vice President- 
designate Nelson A. R ockefel­ 
ler. hailed it as an act of com ­ 
passion and courage. 


Law yers for form er Nixon 
aides 
and 
associates 
began 
reshaping their strategy for the 
W atergate cover-up trial, and 
at least one defendant. H.R. 
HaldcT'uan. planned new efforts 
to delay the trial now set to b e­ 


gin Sept. 30. 
—Ford aides m ade public an 
agreem ent they had reached 
with Nixon 
to preserve his 
White House files for at least 
three years for possible court 
use. But the agreem ent allow s 
the form er president to destroy 
any White House tape record­ 
ings after Septem ber 1979. 
Although 
Ford's announce­ 
ment caught the capital and the 
country by surprise, sources 
said it had been preceded by 10 
days of legal deliberations and 
negotiations with Nixon and 
special W atergate prosecutor 
Leon Jaw orski. 
It also represented a reversal 
of Ford's previous public sta te­ 
m ents. During his vice presi­ 
dential confirm ation hearings, 
Ford said. “ I do not think the 
public would stand for” such a 
pardon. And at a news confer­ 
ence Aug. 28 he said it would l>e 
“unw ise and untim ely” for him 
to com m it him self until “any 
legal 
process 
has been 
un­ 
dertaken” against Nixon. 
White House counsel Philip 
Buchen said Nixon faced likely 
indictment prior to the pardon. 
He said it w as granted without 
strings attached, but acknow l­ 
edged Ford knew in advance 
tne gist of N ixon’s follow-up 
statem ent. 
Three hours after he knelt in 
prayer at early morning com ­ 
munion services. 
Ford su m ­ 
moned a television cre\v and a 
few new sm en into his Oval D i­ 
li ce to announce the pardon 
prohibiting any federal crim i­ 
nal prosecution of Nixon “ for 
all offenses against the United 
S tates” during his 2,027 days in 
office. 
“ I feel that Richard Nixon 
and his loved ones have suf­ 
fered e n o u g h ,” Ford sa id , 
speaking slow ly and glancing 


often at a 950-word statem ent. 
“ My 
conscience 
tells 
m e 
clearly and certainly that I 
cannot prolong the bad dream s 
that continue to reopen a chap­ 
ter that is closed. 
My con­ 
science tells m e that only I, as 
P r e sid e n t, 
h a v e 
the 
co n ­ 
stitutional power to firm ly shut 
and seal this book.” 
He said it is “com m on know 1- 


edge that serious allegations 
and accusations hang like a 
sword over our form er presi­ 
dent's head and threaten his 
health as he tries to reshape his 
life ....” 
As Ford delivered his deci­ 
sio n , 
his 
sp o k esm a n -fo r-a - 
month stood in the rear of the 
Oval O ffice, grim -faced and s i­ 
lent. Later it w as learned that a 


half-hour prior to the sta te­ 
m ent, terllorst, 52, had told 
Ford he w as resigning. 
He noted that form er Nixon 
aides are either in prison or un­ 
der indictm ent for W atergate- 
related offenses and 
added: 
“M ercy, like justice, m ust also 
be even-handed ” 
“ I knew my credibility would 
be difficult to sustain ... in the 


absence of a like decision to 
grant m ercy to persons of less­ 
er statioas in life.” 
John Hushen. 38. hired by 
terllorst last month as his dep­ 
uty, w as named acting press 
secretary.

Nixon Admits Errors 
In Handling Scandal 


PALM SPRINGS. C alif. (AIM 
Form er President Richard 
M. Nixon, newly im m une from 
W atergate prosecution, adm its 
he m ade “ m istakes and mis- 
judgm ents” 
in handling 
the 
scandal. 
“That the w ay 1 tried to deal 
with W atergate w as the wrong 
way is a burden 1 shall bear for 
every day of the life that is left 
to m e,” Nixon said Sunday of 
the scandal that shadowed his 
adm inistration for two years 
and led to his resignation. 
The form er chief executive 
m ade his rem arks in a sta te­ 
ment released less than 10 m in­ 
utes after President Ford an­ 
nounced he had granted Nixon 
full pardon for any offense he 
m ay have com m itted in the 
White House. 
“ In accepting this pardon. I 
hope that his com passionate act 
will contribute to lifting the 


burden of W atergate from our 
country,” Nixon said. 


“ Looking back on what is still 
in my mind a com plex and 
confusing m aze of events, d eci­ 
sions, pressures and person­ 
alities, one thing I can see m ore 
clearly now is that 1 was wrong 
in not acting m ore decisively 
and 
m ore 
fo rth rig h tly 
in 
dealing with W atergate, par­ 
ticularly when it grew from a 
political scandal into a national 
tragedy. 


“ I know that m any fair-m ind­ 
ed people believe that my m oti­ 
vations and actions in the Wa­ 
te r g a te 
a ffa ir 
w ere 
in ­ 
ten tio n a lly se lf-se r v in g and 
illegal. I now understand how 
my own m istakes and 
m is- 
judgm ents have contributed to 
that belief and seem ed to sup­ 
port 
it. That 
burden 
is the 
heaviest one of all to bear,” he 


said. 
Nixon said “ here in Califor­ 
nia. my perspective on W ater­ 
gate is quite different than it 
w as while I w as em battled in 
the midst of the controversy, 
and w hile I w as still subject to 
the unrelenting daily dem ands 
of the presidency itself. 
“No words can describe the 
depths of my regret and pain at 
the anguish my m istakes over 
W atergate have caused the na­ 
tion and the presidency - a na­ 
tion I so deeplv love and an in­ 
stitution I so greatly resp ect.” 
Later Sunday, Nixon and his 
w ife drove to the Palm Springs 
estate ot W alter 11. Annenberg. 
I S .am bassador to Great Brit­ 
ain. D aughter Julie Nixon E is­ 
enhower said 
in W ashington 
that her parents had gone to 
Palm Springs lor a rest and

White House P ress Secretary 
Jerald F .terllo rst has resigned 
abruptly, saying his credibility 
as spokesm an for President 
Ford w as irrevocably tarnished 
in the pardoning of Richard M. 
Nixon. 
“The President acted in good 
conscience and I also found it 
necessary to resign in good 
con scien ce,” terllorst said lat­ 
er. He told Ford he w as quitting 
shortly before the President 
announced the pardon Sundav. 


T erllorst will be succeeded at 
least tem porarily by John W. 
H ushen. who becom es acting 
press secretary. Hushen, 38, 
who had been top spokesm an at 
the Ju stice D epartm ent for four 
years, joined the White House 
press office three w eeks ago as 
deputy to terHorst. 


Hushen, like terHorst a for­ 
m er 
Detroit 
N ew s 
reporter, 
said he did not disagree with 
Ford on the pardon He said, “ I 
personally think he did the right 
thing.”

TWIN FALLS, Idaho (A P) — 
Stuntm an Evel Knievel says a 
w eakness in the m etal holding 
the parachute system in place 
w as responsible for his rocket 
ride into the Snake R iver Can­ 
yon rather than over it. 
"There w as a m etal failure." 
K nievel told a new s conference 
Sunday night 
less than four 
hours alter he w as lifted by 
helicopter from rocks at the 
base of the 600-foot canyon. 


“To lose to a beautiful river 
and canyon like this to m e is not 
a real loss,” said K nievel, the 
cuts on his right cheek and lip 
standing out as red lines on his 
tan face. 
The chutes began deploying 
even as the red. w hite and blue 
Sky-Cycle cleared the launch 
ramp Sunday, pulling the m is­ 
sile back like a yank on a shirt 
collar. 
The vehicle w as halted before 
it had traveled half the needed 
distance, 
and 
seconds 
later 
Knievel w as on the canyon l>ot- 
tom, the bloodied survivor of 
yet another fall 
D espite the failure of the 
stunt, probably the m ost w idely 
publicized in history, Knievel 
w as assured of $6 million and 


stood to earn much m ore from 
proceeds of a live closed-circuit 
telecast and related deals. 
Prom oters ot the telecast had 
been predicting the total take 
could reach $20 m illion, but 
the> said Sunday evening that it 
would Ik* at least 
24 hours 
before ticket sales w ere known. 
Asked it he would attem pt the 
stunt again, Knievel responded. 
“ I don't know w hat I ni going to 
do. I si»t in it and gave it my 
b est.” 
In a late night telephone call 
to television station Kl'TV in 
Salt Lake City, Knievel said 
that

Nixon Pardon Result of 10 Days 
Of Deliberations, Negotiations

State Sen. Harry Meshel (D-

was a process shrouded in se­ 
crecy. 10 days of deliberations 
and negotiations that spanned 
the continent 
It ended when President Ford 
signed with a felt-tip pen a 
proclamation pardoning Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon “for all offenses 
against the United States dur­ 
ing the 5*a years of his presi­ 
dency. 
Ford had set the pardon ma­ 
chinery in motion on Aug. 30 
when he asked White House 
counsel Philip Buchen to deter­ 
mine the answers to two ques­ 
tions: Was there any precedent 
for granting pardon in advance 
erf any 
indictment 
or 
con­ 
viction. and how long would 
any 
crim inal 
proceedings 
against Nixon continue? 
Buchen worked through the 
Labor Day weekend, research­ 
ing the law on the precedent 
question and conferring with 
Special Prosecutor Leon Ja­ 
worski about the duration ot 
any proceedings. 
Jaworski, who directed the 
grand jury that already had 
named Nixon as an unindicted 
co-conspirator in the Watergate 
cover-up, responded with a 
memo suggesting that jury se­ 
lection in any Nixon trial, as­ 
suming the grand jury even­ 
tually indicted the former pres­ 
ident. would be delayed for 
“nine months to a year and 
perhaps longer” because of un­ 
precedented publicity in the 
case. 
The memo was sent to Ford, 
who never talked directly to Ja­ 
worski, according to Buchen. 
Jaworski said later he was not 
consulted specifically about the 
pardon decision. 
Just two days before Ford or­ 


dered Buchen to gear up the 
pardon machinery, the Presi­ 
dent had told his first White 
House news conference that 
while he shared “the general 
view and point of view of the 
American people ' that Nixon 
be spared prosecution, he had 
made no decision on the pardon 
possibility. 
It is unclear what led Ford to 
change his mind so completely 
and so quickly. White House of­ 
ficials weren’t saying. 
However, some Ford aides 
say the President's concern 
grew about Nixon’s health as 
reports circulated that the 
threat ot prosecution was grad­ 
ually eating aw ay at the former 
President's peace of mind as he 
sought tranquility at his San 
Clem ente, Calif, estate. In 
addition, 
there 
were 
suggestions that Ford had 
become concerned that action 
on a pardon might be more 
difficult and controversial if 
delayed. 
Ford 
expressed 
concern 
about Nixon’s health when he 
made his dramatic pardon an- 
"nouneement. 
One source said the White 
House was sufficiently 
dis­ 
turbed about Nixon's health 
that former press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler, with Nixon 
in San Clemente, was contacted 
last week and asked about Nix­ 
on’s situation. 
The source quoted Ziegler as 
saying 
there 
had 
been 
no 
change in Nixon's health. 
On the other hand, a man who 
has seen Nixon in the last four 
days described him as having 
aged considerably since his 
resignation. 
Whatever inspired Ford's de­ 
cision, the execution was swift 


in coming. 
Last Thursday, Ford tenta­ 
tively decided to grant a pardon 
and he dispatched Washington 
attorney Benton Becker to San 
Clemente to relay the news. 


Becker also was to complete 
negotiations for an agreement 
insuring access to Nixon’s 
White House files during the 
next three years for possible 
use in Watergate prosecutions. 


W hite House officials later in­ 
sisted that the pardon was not 
connected with the agreement 
or with any statement of con­ 
trition on Nixon s part. But one 
official conceded that Ford 
knew “in a general way’’ what 
Nixon would say after Uie par­ 
don was signed. 


Becker, a partner in the law 
firm that handles Ford’s per­ 
sonal legal work, flew to San 
Clem ente 
Thursday 
night 
w here he met with Herbert J. 
Miller Jr., another Washington 
lawyer, who recently was re­ 
tained as Nixon’s defense coun­ 
sel. 
Becker carried a draft of the 
pardon and, after first confer­ 
ring with Ziegler, he met Fri­ 
day with Nixon and showed him 
the draft. Becker later de­ 
scribed Nixon as “friendly and 
courteous and thoughtful." 
By Saturday. Ford had made 
a firm decision to grant pardon 
and he assigned his speech 
writers to begin work on the 
pardon proclamation. He also 
informed his press secretary, 
Jerald F. terHorst, to make ar­ 
rangements tor the Sunday an­ 
nouncement. TerHorst said 
word of the pardon was kept 
from him until Saturday.

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Your Problem Girl is in China 
as a member of the American 
M e d ic a l 
A s s o c ia t io n ’s 
delegation. There is so much to 
tell, I could become a crashing 
bore on the subject. But I ’d like 
to share some insights about 
the human side of these in­ 
credible people. 
Do 
the 
Chinese 
like 
Americans? Indeed they do! 
One need only say to a stranger 
on the street, “ Nee how!’’ (How 
are you?) and he gets a big 
smile and an extended hand. 
The Chinese love to “ press the 
flesh.’’ 
They 
are 
eager 
to 
demonstrate their friendship 
with a warm handshake. But 
don’t try to give a child a coin or 
an adult a cigaret. They will 
politely 
refuse. 
(W hat 
a 
welcome contrast to Hong 
Kong, where begging on the 
street by the very young, the 
elderly and the handicapped is 
commonplace.) 
What are the cities like? Well, 
it depends. 
Shanghai 
is as 
different from Peking as Las 
Vegas is from Boston. There 
are no night clubs in China. 
Gambling is illegal, yet every 
''night 
in 
Shanghai 
we 
saw 
dozens of small groups huddled 
under dim street lights playing 
cards or checkers. We saw no 
money change hands but they 
seemed to be enjoying them­ 
selves 
immensely. 
E n te r­ 
tainment, 
however, 
comes 
cheap. For a dime you can see 
the Chinese acrobats perform 
(they are fabulous), watch a 
boxing match, ping-pong game 
or go to a movie. (The films are 
jture propaganda, 
no love 
stories.) 
When 
Dr. 
John 
Chanault of Decatur, Ala., 
asked, “ What can a visitor do in 
your country for an evening?” 
He was told, “ He can go to bed 
early and get a good night’s 
sleep.” 
A great many Chinese smoke 
cigarets and no one asks if you 
mind. I inquired of a chain­ 
smoking Chinese doctor if he 
had 
heard 
of 
our 
Surgeon 
General’s report. He replied, 
“ Yes, but we do not believe it 
contains 
any 
conclusive 
evidence.” 
(Cancer is the 
second biggest killer in China, 
after heart disease.) 
At formal dinners (where the 
men wear no ties or coats) 
there is frequent “ toasting” 
with mah-tai. Dr. Don Wood, 
internist from Indianapolis, 
described it as “ rocket fuel.” I 
substituted with orange pop 
which showed up at every meal, 
even breakfast. If I never see 
another bottle of orange pop it 
will be too soon. The same goes 
for overstuffed arm chairs w ith 
antimacassars (lace doilies). 
There are no Jews in The 
People’s Republic. “ They were 
here, mos* 
physicians and 
merchants, 
was told. 
“But 
when Mao 
me in, the Jews 
left.'Some + :*t to Israel, others 
to America but most of them 
went 
to 
Hong 
Kong 
and 
Canada.” 
Also conspicuous by 
their 
absence were blacks. When 1 
inquired, “ W hy?” I was told, 
‘There are many blacks here, 
mostly from America.” 1 kept 
looking, but I never saw a 
single one. 
E v e ry 
member 
of 
our 


delegation was delighted with 
the variety, artistry and quality 
of the food. It was magnificent! 
(P S. It isn’t true that you’re 
hungry in an hour!). The tea 
w as superb, but difficult to cope 
with because they serve it with 
the leaves floating around. You 
need a hole in your tooth to 
drink it. We were pleasantly 
surprised by the modern, air- 
conditioned trains, but appalled 
by the archaic plumbing (Ming 
Dynasty, no doubt), even in the 
best hotels. 
Chinese women have no in­ 
terest in style. They wear no 
makeup and no jewelry, except 
the standard stainless steel 
wrist watch. When I saw no 
wedding rings I asked why. The 
reply: “ Wedding rings have not 
been worn here since the 
Revolution in 1949.” “ How 
then,” I inquired, “ can a person 
tell if a woman is available for 
marriage?” The answer caused 
a roar of laughter. A Chinese 
physician replied, “ It is im­ 
possible to tell from the out­ 
side.” 
I asked a young interpreter 
what impressed him as most 
unusual about the visitors he 
had met from our country. His 
response was beautiful. .“ All 
yew Americans look alike.”

Though it was the first 
lime in the nation's history that a president had 
ieen forced to resign before the end of his term 
tnd another who had not been elected took his 
place, the traasition was smooth, immediate and 
ifnquestioned. 
B IT WHY DID 
the Constitution - 
the 
“system ” — work? 
it worked because we, the people, from or­ 
dinary citizen all the way up to highest govern­ 
ment official, made it work Because we pride 
ourselves on being a nation of laws, not men. 
There is nothing magical about the Con 
stitution, which, after all. is only words printed 
oh what abolitionist Wendell Phillips once 
scornfully dism issed as a “scrap of paper," 
because slaves were excluded from its protec­ 
tion. The words themselves guarantee nothing 
What counts is the willingness of the people to 
breathe life into them and give them practical 
meaning 
The constitution of Soviet Russia provides for 
free speech and press, freedom of religion, etc 
In practice these rights are meaningless because 
the Soviet svstem cannot tolerate tham. 


At the other extreme. Great Britain has no 
written constitution. Yet is is a democracy whose 
system works because individual Britons make 
it work Tradition, fair play and a generally 
agreed upon way of doing things are more im­ 
portant guarantors of British freedom than 
formal statute law 
Nor is there anything immutable about the 
Constitution. In the 185 years that Americans 
have lived under it. where it has proved to be 
unsattsfatory or w here it has been overtaken by 
changing social realities, they have amended it 
usually peacefully but once in the forge of a 
terrible war 
\N HEN THE 25th Amendment on presidential 
disability and succession was ratified in 1967, no 
one foresaw that seven years later we would 
have both a president and vice president who had 
not been chosen by popular vote. Some are 
calling for another amendment to provide for 
special elections to prevent this kind of situation 
from arising again. 
If the people in their wisdom feel the need of 
such a change in the system , the change will 
eventually be made Until then, we abide by the 
system we have It would have been unthinkable 
(Airing the recent "nightmare" to have done 
otherwise. 
When we praise the American system , we are 
really praising ourselves. 


WASHINGTON - An uneasy 
feeling will not go away that in 
this business of any energy 
supply, the country 
is suc­ 
cumbing to the Scarlet O’Hara 
Syndrome: We will worry about 
that tomorrow. It simply will 
not do. 
Granted, wheels seem to be 
spinning. The Federal Energy 
Com m ission 
is 
conducting 
hearings in 10 cities, looking 
toward a November 1 report to 
the White House. The Congress 
has cleared a couple of bills for 
the President, one having to do 
with geothermal energy, the 
other with solar energy 
Mr.

YET AN impression persists 
that efforts to attack the con­ 
tinuing problem have lost the 
edge of urgency.

Speed In the Desert 
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The Danger of Debt

PUEBLO, Colo. <AP> 
Thir­ 
ty miles east ol Pueblo, amidst 
a semi-arid desert is a Buck 
Rogers world of modern build­ 
ings and sleek, powerful ma­ 
chines that look like space­ 
ships. 
They're possible forerunners 
of future mass transit systems 
to move people around at 300 
miles or more an hour. They 
travel on rails, on cushions of 
air. on magnetic fields. 
The Department of Trans­ 
portation's High Speed Ground 
Test Center, which sprouted in 
the desert four years ago, is 
there to harness the latest tech 
nology to im prove ground 
tr a n sp o r ta tio n , 
in clu d in g 
present rail, future high speed 
rail and advanced systems. 
The $55 million complex has 
more than 30 miles of tracks 
and guideways and a Rail Dy­ 
namics laboratory with the 
world’s most advanced com ­ 
puter-controlled 
sim ulator, 
which permits simulation of 
speeds up to 288 miles per hour 
under varying track conditions. 
A bridge crosses a pair of 
tracks with a high rail ui the 
center 
Three miles up the 
track is a burst ot smoke or dust 
hurtling at incredible speed 
is a red and white bulletshaped 


projectile. It zips under the 
bridge and out of sight 
The sjieeding object was a 
linear induction motor research 
vehicle, or LIMRV. Glenn A 
Reitf. the center's senior proj­ 
ect engineer, says it travels at 
150 miles an hour and has a two- 
man crew. Earlier this year it 
set a w orld speed record ior rail 
vehicles of 234 miles an hour. 
Such motors are essentially 
rotary motors unrolled and laid 
out flat. They are propelled by 
electromagnetic forces and be­ 
cause they have no moving 
parts, they are noiseless, vibra- 
tionless and practically pollu­ 
tion-free 
Linear motors power two un­ 
conventional guided vehicles at 
the center: a tracked air cush­ 
ion vehicle 
iTACY) 
and 
a 
tracked 
levitated 
vehicle. 
tTLV). 
The TACV, designed to carry 
60 passengers at speeds up to 
150 miles per hour, uses the air 
exhaust from three jet engines 
lor lifting itself a few inches

The TLV, built for speeds up 
to 300 m p h.. may be levitated 
magnetically as well as by air 
on its 21.8-mile guideway.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
President Ford’s congressional 
and political honeymoon ap­ 
pears to have ended with his 
pardon of Richard M. Nixon, a 
decision 
th at 
revived 
the 
W atergate issue and com -' 
plicated the cam paign for 
Republican candidates this fall. 
Ford said he acted to write 
“ the end” to W atergate, but the 
immediate reaction was a re­ 
kindled debate over the scandal 
and the propriety of an advance 
and absolute pardon for his 
resigned predecessor. 
The prompt resignation of 
Press Secretary Jerald F. ter- 
Horst, who as Ford’s first ap­ 
pointee was a symbol of his 
pledge of an open atmosphere 
at the White House, under­ 
scored the controversy. Ter- 
llorst said he could not in good 
conscience accept the deci­ 
sion on 
Nixon, 
particularly 
while former officials of lesser 
rank face prison or trial. 
That judgment from a mem­ 
ber of the Ford inner circle 
seemed certain 
to heighten 
criticism of the pardon the 
President granted Sunday. 


There was praise from many 
Republicans, 
including GOP 
congressional leaders. But 
there also was substantial Re­ 
publican criticism, along with 
general D em ocratic p ro test 
against the Ford move. 
However sharp the immc- 
diate criticism, in the long run 
Ford may have acted at a rela­ 
tively opportune time in taking 
a step he seemed likely to take 
eventually. 
Ford’s unprecedented move 
came two months before con­ 


gressional elections in which it 
is sure to be an issue and may 
prove an added burden fdr Re­ 
publican candidates 
already 
facing questionable prospects. 
But it also comes two years 
before the 
1976 presidential 
campaign in which Ford, the 
first president/ to hold office 
without election, is expected to 
be a candidate. Had the Nixon 
case dragged on, it could have 
proved even more troublesome 
later. 
Much of the initial criticism 


of Ford cam e from Democrats 
and liberal Republicans who ul 
tim ateiy could have found 
themselves at odds with the 
President whenever the honey­ 
moon phase ended. 
The pardon hastened’ that 
process. It may have an impact 
on other areas, too. 
Ford's announced intention of 
attaching conditions, such as 
alternative service, to his pro- 
|Mxsal for amnesty for draft re­ 
sisters and deserters may run 
into the criticism that Nixon 
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was pardoned without condi­ 
tions. 
In Congress, Democrats al­ 
ready had started to criticize 
Ford for inaction in dealing 
with economic problems. They 
almost certainly will step that 
up against the President, who 
now seems more vulnerable to 
criticism. 
Another imponderable is Nix­ 
on himself.

Mixed Political Reaction 
Evoked by Pardon of Nixon 


WASHINGTON <AP>- Some 
Democrats and some Republi­ 
cans have protested President 
Ford's decision to pardon for­ 
mer President Richard M. Nix­ 
on, saying it will be seen as 
evidence of a double standard 
of justice. 
Others, in and out of govern­ 
ment. praised the pardon de­ 
scribed by GOP leaders as a 
presidential act of compassion, 
humanity and courage. 
The divided response to the 
pardon that Ford granted Sun­ 
day. signaled a rekindling of the 
debate 
about 
W atergate 
iustiee. 


While Senate leaders were di­ 
vided in their opinions, many 
others in and out of government 
said Sunday they disapproved 
of the decision. 
Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania 
said “it was a courageous deci­ 
sion that may very well be con­ 
troversial.” He said Ford acted 
“with great humanity.” 
But Assistant Democratic- 
Leader Robert C. Byrd, D- 
W.Va., said Ford’s action “sets 
a double standard: one stand­ 
ard for the former president of 
the United States and another 
fnr nvprvhndv p!s;p “ 


Sen. Mike Mansi ioici or Mon­ 
tana. the Democratic leader, 
said Ford told him of his plans 
prior to the announcement, “ it 
would be easy for me U> criti­ 
cize the President s judgment,” 
Mansfield said. “I uill not do 
so.” 
. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater. R- 
Ariz.., praised the decision, say­ 
ing it “was not an easy one but 
in my opinion it was the only 
decent and prudent course to 
follow.” 
Vice 
President-designate 
Nelson A. Rockefeller said the 
jiardon was “an act of com­ 
passion and 
courage” 
that, 
while controversial, “w ill speed 
the healing of our nation.” 
Leon Jaworski. the current 
special Watergate prosecutor, 
said: “This is a matter that was 
decided upon by the President 
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on his authority under the 
Constitution. It was something I 
didn’t participate in.” 
James D. Fellers, president 
of the American Bar Associ­ 
ation. said he was concerned 
about whether Nixon 
could 
have received a fair trial, if in­ 
dicted, because the publicity 
surrounding his resignation 
may have prejudiced a jury. 
“Then again, I strongly be­ 
lieve he should be treated like 
anyone else, that he's certainly 
not above the law,” Fellers said 
in Oklahoma City.

He did it with the Cleveland 
Brow ns a generation ago and he 
is on the verge of doing it with 
the young Bengals, who only 
came into the National Football 
League in 1968. 
The Bengals are growing up 
and one mark of their maturity 
is that they do not think their 
coach is thè only star in Cincin­ 
nati anvmorc.

“We know w hat we can do." 
said captain Royce Berry. 
“We’re not a faceless team 
anym ore. 
T here’s 
nobody 
better in the NFL than Mike 
Reid at defeasive tackle and 
Isaac Curtis as a receiver. And 
outside of OJ. Simpson, we 
think we’ve got the best back- 
field combination." 
That could spell bad news for 
the Pittsburgh Steelers. who 
were knocked from their perch 
as champions of the American 
Football Conference Central 
Division in 1973. 
That could spell bad news for 
the Cleveland Browns, who 
haven’t been the best NFL 
team in Ohio since 1972. 
And then there’s Houston. 
The Oilers have managed two 
total victories in the last two 
seasons. For them, any news is 
probably bad news. 
( incinnati Bengals 
The Bengals took the AFC 
Central Division title last year 
with a 10-4 record, finishing 
ahead of the Steelers. also 10-4, 
because of a better record 
against division competition. 
And they did it by overcoming 
an injury-plagued 4-4 start with 
six straight victories including 
a 27-0 rout of Super Bowl run- 
nerup Minnesota. 
The Bengals are the youngest 
team in the league. The only 
player over 30 is kicker Horst 
Muhlmann and he has a very 
young foot. 
Ken Anderson, 25, the Ben- 
gals’ quarterback, was forced 
to go the distance without a 
strong backup last year, but he 
wasn't fazed, finishing the sea­ 
son with a 54.4 completion av­ 
erage. third best in the AFC. 
His 18 touchdown passes were 
second best in the conference. 
Boobie Clark. AFC rookie of 
the year, is 23. The hard-run­ 
ning Clark teamed with the elu­ 
sive Essex Johnson to provide 
the legs that carried the Ben­ 
gals into the playoffs against 
Miami. 
Johnson and Clark accounted 
for 1.983 rushing yards in 1973, 
finishing third and eighth 
among the NFL's top 10 ground 
gainers. 
Curtis emerged as the solu­ 
tion to the Bengals’ pass re­ 
ceiving problems. Curtis. 23. 
who can race the football field 
in 9.3 seconds, grabbed 45 
passes and also appears headed 
for stardom. 
Brown has constructed a 
strong, aggressive defense, but 
the trade of Bill Bergey to the 
Philadelphia Eagles leaves a 
big question mark at middle 
linebacker. 
Brown has nominated third- 
vear pro Jim Le Clair to solve 
the problem.

Fezler's Sizzling 65 Helps to Bring First Golf Victory

COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) - 
‘The money wasn’t that impor­ 
tant,” said young Forrest Fez- 
ler after winning his first pro 
golf tournament. “I just wanted 
to get over the bridesmaid 
tag.”

1 would never win.” 
But win he did, earning a

nine-under-par total over the 
par 72, 6,791-yard Green Island 
Country Club course.

The Indian Wells, Calif., 
blond burst from one stroke be­ 
hind S aturday’s co-leaders 
Snead, Ben Crenshaw and 
Tommy Aaron, with a streak of 
six birdies over his first ten 
holes to jump ahead by three 
shots. 
The mustachioed Fezler then 
held off the closing charges of 
Snead and Crampton. Snead 
had a final round 67, including 
birdies on Nos. 10 and 12 to 
close within one shot along with 
Crampton, w'ho had six birdies 
and a bogey enroute to his 65. 
“Ever since I arrived here, 1 
had a feeling I was going to 
win,” said Fezler, who in­ 
creased his 1974 earnings to 
$86,153.

Brown Begins 
40th Year As 
Coach Sunday 


CINCINNATI (AP) - It’s 
been 12 years since Paul Brown 
and his once-glorious affair 
with the Cleveland Browns ter­ 
minated in bitter divorce, but 
the Browns still clutch a soft 
spot in the heart of the National 
Football League's oldest coach. 
Brown, who marked his 66th 
birthday Saturday, opens his 
40th year of coaching when his 
Cincinnati Bengals host the 
Browns in Sunday’s season 
opener. 
And each renewal brings 
back memories of another era. 
Jimmy Brown on a rampage. 
The bull-like thrusts of massive 
Marion Motley, one of the fore­ 
runners of the big back offense. 
The booming toe of Lou Groza. 
The take-charge leadership of 
Otto Graham. 
Brown, who founded the 
Cleveland franchise that was 
named after him, says all bit­ 
terness has been buried. 
“That was a long time ago,” 
he says. ' 
But the rivalry rem ains 
fanned by the flames of past 
ties and Cincinnati’s intrusion 
into a territory once thé undis­ 
puted domain of the Browns. 
Brown was banished by the 
Browns in 1962 after 13 dis­ 
tinguished seasons that includ­ 
ed being in seven NFL title 
games in an eight-year span 
after joining the league. 
His 13-year record was 115-49 
when given the gate. His det­ 
ractors said the game had 
passed him by. 
He spent five years away 
from football, then waded back 
'in with new-found zeal when he 
was wooed to construct the Cin­ 
cinnati franchise from scratch. 
He admits some of the joy he 
gains from the game was dim­ 
med this year by what he terms 
excessive 
demands 
from 
striking players. 
“But football is still fun to 
me. I would never returned to it 
if it wasn’t fun,” he said. 


His memories of the halcyon 
days in Cleveland remain vivid. 
He molded some of the NFL’s 
greatest clubs. 
When shoptalk wanders to the 
old days, Brown delights in re­ 
telling some of his favorite sto­ 
ries. 
The greatest running back, in 
Brown’s mind, was Jimmy 
Brown. 
"I haven’t seen anything like 
him yet. He was built like a 
fullback, but ran like a half­ 
back. He had more power than 
anyone I’ve seen. I remember 
seeing him for the first time in a 
bowl game. I decided right 
there he’d be our No. 1 draft 
choice if we had a shot at him,” 
recalls Brown. 
"We were surprised to get 
him. We drafted last that 
year,” he said. 
Another favorite was Gra­ 
ham, the testy field general 
who instilled an air of con­ 
fidence. 
“The mark of a great quar­ 
terback is how many times he 
can take a team to the cham­ 
pionship—and then win. Otto 
was like that. He was a leader,” 
said Brown. - 
Standing perhaps as Brown’s 
greatest accomplishment was 
the 1950 club that entered the 
NFL after dom inating the 
much-maligned 
All-American 
Conference. 
The Browns opened the 1950 
season against defending NFL 
champion Philadelphia and 
shocked the football world with 
a resounding lopsided triumph. 
The Browns capped the Cin­ 
derella story by marching to 
the NFL title game, winning in 
the final seconds on a long field 
goal by Groza. 
‘These were my guys. We 
signed them during the war 
(Korean) when there was very 
little available and made the 
most of what we had,” he said. 
‘The NFL laughed at us 
when we came in,” he said.

Rural Residents 
Concerned About 
Crime Increase 


C O LU M BU S. 
Ohio 
<AP)— 
In ilia I interview s conducted 
during an Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation survey in nine 
counties 
indicate 
rural 
residents are becoming con­ 
cerned about the increase in 
crime in their areas. 
"In many areas, people who 
just a few years ago wouldn’t 
have dreamed of such things 
are now locking their doors.” 
said G. Howard Phillip, who is 
directing 
the Farm 
Bureau 
study. 
And Phillips, a rural sociolo­ 
gy professor at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
said 
the 
interviews 
show that insurance rates are 
going up in rural areas. 
Parents also are concerned 
about drugs, Phillips said. "The 
parents are alarmed. 
Bight 
now, we don’t know how much 
of this is fact and how much is 
alarm ,” he said. 
Phillips said most of the ini­ 
tial responses blame the crime 
increase 
on 
undisciplined 
youth, city migrants, people 
under 30 and drug users. 
"They generally felt the high­ 
way patrol to be effective and 
sheriffs to be poor law enforce­ 
ment agencies,” he said. 
The study is being financed 
by an $18,000 federal grant. 
Phillips said he believed it was 
the first such study ever made. 
Interviews are expected to be 
completed by Sept. 15. he said, 
but final survey results prob­ 
ably won’t be available until 
next April. 
The counties being surveyed 
are Ashland. Athens. Clark, 
Faye tte, Hocking. Madison, 
Medina, Wayne and Perry.

Senate can­ 
didate John Glenn called the 
action "premature” and "ill- 
advised.” 
Glenn, campaigning in Steu­ 
benville. said no decision on 
im m unity from prosecution 
should have been made until 
after all the facts in the Water­ 
gate scandal had come out, 
“ with cards face up on the 
table.” 
But 
G lenn ’s 
Republican 
opponent, Cleveland M ayor 
Ralph Perk, voiced support for 
Fo rd ’s decision, saying it 
showed 
"decisiveness 
and 
courage.” 
He 
predicted the 
decision would draw applause 
from people around the world, 
including this country. 
State Democratic Chairman 
William Lavelle called the par­ 
don "an outrage” and sug­ 
gested Ford was "becoming 
part of the actual Watergate 
coverup thing himself.” 
Contacted at his home in 
Athens, Lavelle said the Presi­ 
dent showed "contempt for the 
rule of law, contempt for the 
judicial process, contempt and 
lack ol faith for the American 
people. . .” 
L a v e l i e ’s 
R e p u b lic a n 
counterpart, 
Kent McGough, 
could 
not 
be reached for 
comment. 
Democratic Gov. John Gilli- 
gan said in Columbus the deci­ 
sion will cause the President to 
“ lose some of his luster” and 
speculated that it will "arouse 
suspicions 
that a deal was 
made. 


“ 1 don’t have any way of 
knowing if a deal w as made, but 
1 do think there were rumors 
that (Special Prosecutor Leon) 
Jaworsky and his people were 
going to come up with an in­ 
dictment against Nixon this 
week." 
Gilligan said Nixon "obvious­ 
ly received favorable treat­ 
ment denied to the ordinary 
citizens.” 


Form er Gov. Jam es Rhodes, 
the Republican nominee for 
governor, said he 
had just 
learned of the pardon when 
reached at his home in Colum­ 
bus late Sunday night and “ I 
don’t have any comment yet.” 
US. Rep. Charles Vanik, D- 
Ohio. questioned whether the 
President’s action was con­ 


stitutional. “ 1 do not believe he 
lias the power to waive a trial 
and pardon a person whose 
guilt or innocence has not been 
determined.” Vanik said. 
But a constitutional law pro­ 
lessor at Case Western Reserve 
University. Ovid C.Lew is. cited 
an 1866 US.Suprem e Court de­ 
cision which he said supports 
I he granting of pardon before 
charges are brought. 
"The power to pardon thus 
conferred 
is 
unlimited." 
he 
said. " It extends to every of­ 
fense known to the law and may 
be exercised at any time after 
its commission, either before 
legal proceedings are taken or 
during their pendency or after 
conviction and judgement.” 


US.Rep. Thomas Luken. who 
last year became only the third 
Democrat this century to be 
elected to Ohio’s First District 
seat, said he did not advocate 
Nixon being jailed, but thought 
Ford should have waited “ until 
the charges were formulated. 
He predicted the American 
people w ill not accept Nixon go­ 
ing free of being charged while 
his aides go to jail. "The ques­ 
tions will continue as to the 
equity and justice of pardoning 
one while the others are prose­ 
cuted and jailed," he said. 
Most Republicans seemed in­ 
clined to justify Ford's action 
as an attempt to dispense w ith 
Watergate and get on with at­ 
tacking the serious problems 
facing the country. 
"It is well to put this entire 
matter behind us,” said Re­ 
publican Sen. Robert Taft Jr . 
"Granting the pardon to former 
President Nixon is just another 
step in that direction. I wel­ 
come it.” 
U S.R ep . Samuel Devine, R- 
Ohio, said he thought Ford 
"would like to get the Water­ 
gate matter terminated and be­ 
hind us and get on with the af- 
lairs affecting this nation.” 
Republican Congressman J . 
W illiam Stanton said people 
should remember Ford has a 
"strong desire to get on with the 
problems of inflation with a 
united country, putting this be­ 
hind us.”

One Republican taking ex­ 
ception to the pardon was US. 
Rep. Clarence Brown. R-Ohio. 
He called the decision "un­ 
fortunate” 
and 
said 
he 
regretted that Ford took the 
action. 
"Without the processes of 
justice moving to a conclusion, 
the 
innocence or 
guilt ol 
Richard Nixon will never be 
established, and that is unfair 
in either instance,” Brown said. 
Ford’s action brought criti­ 
cism by the president of the 
Cuyahoga County Bar Associ­ 
ation in Cleveland. " I think it 
should be challenged in the 
courts,” said David l.Sindell. 
"It's a violation ol the law.” 
The Most 
Rev. Jam es A. 
Hickey ol the Roman Catholic 
Diocese of Cleveland said he 
agreed with the pardon, but 
hoped something would be done 
for "the little people” caught up 
in the Watergate affair.

W ASHINGTON (AIM 
Sen. 
Warren G. Magnuson. head of a 
committee that handles airline 
legislation, was credited with 
raising $9,450 from a dozen air­ 
line executives lor the Demo­ 
cratic party in 1972, according 
to court documents. 
Some of the executives con­ 
tacted by The Associated Press 
said 
that 
the 
Washington 
Democrat had asked for the 
money, or that they gave it out 
ni personal friendship with him. 
Magnuson, who is chairman 
of the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee, served in 1972 on the 
Democratic Senatorial Cam­ 
paign Committee, which raises 
donations for the party’s Senate, 
candidates. 
A Magnuson spokesman had 
no immediate comment. 
The airline donations came 
into the committee in a two-day 
period, Oct. 25 and 26, 1972. In 
the once-secret ledgers of the 
committee, someone wrote the 
nickname "M aggie” next to 


each of the gifts as they were 
recorded. 
In other cases, such marginal 
notations indicated that money 
was to be passed through se­ 
cretly to the individual candi 
date whose name was written. 
The Associated Press report­ 
ed on Sunday that a number of 
candidates received donations 
from various sources in this 
manner in 1972. including Sen. 
Thomas J. McIntyre, D-NTL, 
Sen. John J. Sparkman, D-Ala., 
Sen. Sam Nunn. D-Ga., former 
Rep. Ray Blanton, D-Tenn., 
and Barefoot Sanders, unsuc­ 
cessful Democratic candidate 
for the Senate in Texas. 
In Magnuson’s case the mon­ 
ey was not passed through to 
him, because he was not run­ 
ning. Officials of the senatorial 
committee said the "M aggie- 
notation meant that Magnuson 
received credit for raising the 
money. 
On Oct. 25, the campaign 
committee wrote "Maggie” be- 


sid»* the following donation«: 
$800 from Arthur F. Kelley, 
I lien a vice president and now 
president of Western Airlines; 
$3.ooo from George Spater, then 
president 
of 
Am erican 
Airlines; $300 from John J. 
Casey, executive vice president 
of Braniff International; $400 
from Robert H. Burck, another 
Braniff vice president, and $850 
Irom Robert Six, president of 
Continental Airlines. 
The following day. the com­ 
mittee listed "Maggie” for do 
nations from seven executive* 
ol United Air Lines, including 
$1,10« from president Edward 
E . Carlson, $1.000 from retired 
vice president Robert Johnson, 
$550 from executive vice presi­ 
dent Charles M cErlean, $250 
from senior vice president 
l^ilph Gleafson, $500 from sen­ 
ior vice president E.O . Fennell, 
$500 from general manager R. 
L. Mangold, and $200 from 
general manager Percy Wood. 
United’s 
president Carlson 
said through a spokesman that 
he recalls that Magnuson. 
whom he had known for 35 
years, had spoken to him about 
"the need for help” lor Demo- 
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critic candidates. 
The spokesman said “ it is en­ 
tirely possible” that the other 
United donations which came in 
on the same day were solicited 
in turn by Carlson from his 
subordinates.

Mrs. King 
Murder Trial 
Under Way 


ATLANTA.Ga. (AP) - Mar­ 
cus Wayne Chenault, described 
by his attorney as having “no 
faith in the court giving him 
adequate justice.” faced trial 
today in the slaying of Mrs. 
Martin Luther King Sr. 
Chenault. 23, of Dayton, Ohio, 
is accused of two counts of 
murder and one of aggravated 
assault in the June 30 shootings 
at Ebenezer Baptist Church in 
which Mrs. King and deacon 
Edward Boykin were killed and 
a woman churchgoer wounded. 
Mrs. King, the 70-year-old 
mother of slain civil rights 
leader, was playing The Lord's 
Prayer on the church organ 
when she was shot. 
Chenault, a former student at 
Ohio State 
University, 
was 
overpowered by parishioners, 
including one of Mrs. King's 
grandsons, and held for police. 
He has been jailed here without 
bond. 
Chenault’s attorney. Randy 
Bacote. has filed seven motions 
with the court, including one to 
dism iss 
the 
murder 
in­ 
dictments, another to delay the 
trial and a third to shift it out of 
Atlanta where, Bacote said, 
“ the 
King fam ily 
is w ell 
known." 
Judge Luther Alverson said 
Sunday he first will rule on the 
d efense 
m otions and then 
Chenault will be arraigned. If 
the defense motion to put off the 
trial is denied, Alverson said, 
jury selection then will begin. 
Bacote. who says he is de­ 
fending Chenault for free, de­ 
scribed his client Sunday as 
“still cooperative, still calm, 
serene." The attorney said the 
young black man “still has no 
faith in the court giving him 
adequate justice.” 
The defense motion to dis­ 
miss the murder charges, said 
Bacote, stem s from the failure 
of the indictments to describe 
what acts of Chenault “imply or 
express that had malice afo­ 
rethought."

He said he asked for the delay 
in the trial because he has not 
had time to interview all 76 
witnesses the prosecution he 
listed. He said he received the 
last of those names last Wed­ 
nesday. 
Bacote said he also has not 
had time to fully examine the 
reports of two psychiatrists 
w ho examined Chenault. Those 
reports, he said, were sub­ 
mitted only Friday. 
Witnesses quoted Chenault as 
saying after the shooting that 
he killed Mrs. King “because 
she was a Christian and all 
Christians are my enemies." 


On the door of his apartment 
in Columbus. Ohio, was a sign 
saying “Servant Jacob."’ In­ 
side, police said they found a 
worm Bible with many pas­ 
sages underlined and a list of 10 
persons apparently marked for 
death The list included several 
, prominent 
black 
clergymen. 


Chenault grew up in Winches­ 
ter, Ky. and moved with his 
family to Dayton in 1967. He 
entered Ohio State in 1969, m a­ 
jored in business education, 
and dropped out last Decem­ 
ber. His father is a factory 
worker and neighbors describe 
the familN as very religious.

DFAR H ELO ISE: For those 
who 
freeze 
v eg etab les. 
I 
thought you might like to try 
my method of blanching them, 
using of course, nylon net. 
I always keep eight or more. 
30" squares of nylon net ready. 
They can be rinsed afterward, 
stored, and used over and over. 
Place no more than a quart of 
prepared vegetables in each 
square. G ather up the corners, 
and as much side m aterial as 
needed to keep vegetables from 
spilling out. Fasten with a plas­ 
tic twist-em. as close to the top 
of your net as possible. This a l­ 
lows the vegetables to “float 
around" inside the bag in the 
boiling water. 
Drop one “ n et'’ bag of vege­ 
tables at a tim e into your pot of 
boiling w ater for required 
blanching time. Then simply 
lift the hag out, shake it. drop it 
into a pan of cold water for a 
minute or two — then into a pan 
of ice water. (This saves on the 
amount of ice used.) 
Then pick the bag of vege­ 
tables out of the ice w ater, give 
them a good shake, open it and 
p ackage your product.

c olanders, no fishing for elusive 
vegetables. From beginning to 
finish, it’s “ in the bag." As you 
package your blanched prod­ 
uct, shake out the square and 
refill it with more food to be 
blanched. 
This 
saves 
time, 
temper, 
burns and scalds, and gives us 
time to say a prayer of thanks 
for Heloise who keeps us re­ 
minded about the uses of nylon 
net.

Rising Feed Prices Offset Farm Gains 


WASHINGTON M ’ > 
Ris­ 
ing feed prices are more than 
offsetting gains for cattle, hogs, 
dairy and poultry products and 
are shaping up as the main de­ 
terrent fo Stepped up produc­ 
tion of those basic food items, 
figures from the Agriculture 
Department indicate 
The situation may be sum ­ 
med up simply by comparing 
feed costs with prices farm ers 
get for livestock and poultry 
products 
I lie net result is that the 
ISDA's 
report 
last 
Friday, 
which showed farm prices gen­ 
erally w ere up 3 per cent during 
the month ended Aug. 15. in- 


ciudes some had 
news for 
producers 
For exam ple, the report 
showed farm prices of cattle, 
hogs and eggs were up sig­ 
nificantly from mid-July. But it 
said prices of corn and soy­ 
beans also gained 
Thus, the report said the hog-- 
corn ratio as of Aug 15 was 10.7 
compared w ith 11.9 in July and 
21 just a year earlier. That 
figure is the amount of corn in 
bushels equal to the market 
value of 100 jwiunds of live hog. 
Thus, at Aug. 15 prices, a hog 
would buy only about one-half 
as much corn as it did a year 
earlier. There were other in- 


dicators expressing similar sit­ 
uations: 
The Aug 15 egg-feed rat;o 
was 5.6 meaning that was the 
number of pounds of feed a 
producer could buy from the 
sale of one dozen eggs. In July it 
was 6.1 and on Aug 15 last year 
the ratio was 8.3. 
Broiler producers saw their 
ratio drop to 2.3 pounds of feed 
that could he bought from sell­ 
ing one pound of live bird, com- 
jiared with 2 6 in July and 4 a 
year earlier. 
The turkey-feed ratio was 
2 8. compared with 2.9 in July. 
A year earlier, on Aug. 15, 1973, 
one pound of liveweight turkey 


sold for enough to buy 4.3 
pounds of feed. 
—Dairy producers saw the 
milk-feed ratio drop to 1.1 as of 
Aug. 15. That indicated the 
pounds of feed which could be 
bought from selling one pound 
of whole milk. A month earlier 
it was 1.29 and a year earlier 
1 27. Two years ago. on Aug. 15, 
1972. the ratio was 1.72.
